B-l." BERNARD HEINRAUB, ALSO OF NEW YORK TIMES, SAID

CONVERTED INTO LONG-RANGE NUCLEAR MANNED BOMBER RELATIVELY 
CHEAPLY. HE SAID DEFENSE SECRETARY BROHN IS CONSIDERING
